Directing him to seek ‘indict- 
mients for issuance before March 28, 
the day the special grand jury was to 
reconvene. 

It is contended that the timing sug- 
gestions were meant mainly to aid 
Weber's image as a tough and eff

tive prosecutor, rather than to serve 
the cause of justice. 

In most instances, the state's at- 
torney of an Illinois county can 
legally say virtually anything; he 
has special protection under state 
law. But the indictments indicate 
jurors’ belief that such instructions 
to an assistant prosecutor were not 
in conformity with Illinois statutes. 

DONALD GROSHONG, Weber's 
lawyer, says neither indictment 
states “‘a cause of action or any 
crime.” He will file a motion this 
week for dismissal’ of both allega- 
tions. 

Weber takes the position that he is 
being charged with thinking about 
returning an indictment, something 
he says is well within the scope of his 
duties as state’s attorney. 

Jensen resigned March 27 as a 
Weber assistant, having concluded 
that he was being given improper 
guidance; the next day, Philip J 
Rarick, chief criminal court judge of 
the Third Judicial Circuit, appointed 
Jensen to head the assessment in- 
vestigation, which has produced no 
indictments. Rarick barred further 


participation by Weber in that par- 
ticular probe. 

‘The special grand jury investiga- 
tion of Weber’s conduct was led by 
Paul C. Verticchio, a Macoupin 
County lawyer who is a former pro- 
secutor and judge. A Democrat, Ver- 
ticchio was:chosen by the Madison 
County circuit court, staffed entirely 
by Democrats. 

VERTICCHIO SAYS his work is 
complete and that no indictments 
will be sought on allegations against 
Weber voiced by Amiel Cueto, a St. 
Clair County Democrat and lawyer. 
‘These included use of county funds, 
comments to a defense attorney and 
prosecution of one of Cueto’s clients. 

‘Acknowledging that his allega- 
tions were hearsay, Cueto says he is 
satisfied with the indictments but 
that he does not regard the pro- 
secutor as having been exonerated 
on Cueto’s allegations. Weber and 
his wife are suing Cueto for libel. 

Cueto says Weber is entitled to be 
presumed innocent, but asserts that 
Weber—in contrast to this con-

stopped accepting applications for 
the Illinois Home Energy Assistance 
Program (IHEAP) April 6 after the 
ibe ahs ieevgy allotted to the 

application component had 
been obligated. The supplement will 
enable local administering agencies 
to fund about 50,000 more applica- 
tions received. 

“This. program served about 
168, households through the 
original appropriation before funds 
were depleted,"’ Thompson said. 

‘This additional money will enable 
us to serve those who applied before 
April 6 but were not funded." 

Department of Commerce and 
Community Affairs (DCCA) Direc- 
tor Michael T. Woelffer said, “We 
are not accepting any new regular 
heating asistance applications, but 
will continue to accept applications 
from those households who are 
already disconnected from their 
energy source."” 

In anticipation of the supplemen-

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tary funding, DCCA, legislative of- 
ficials and the Illinois Commerce 
Commission worked out an agree- 
ment with the utilities to postpone 
diconnecting of service to those who 
may be eligible to receive assistance 
from the supplemental funds. 

“The utilities have been very 
cooperative. They agreed to check 
with local administering agencies to 
find out if the household would be 
receiving some of the supplemen- 
tary money before taking any ac- 
tion,” Woelffer said. ‘“‘We believe 
this will avert the disconnection of 
service for many Illinois 
households.” 

DCCA has divided the supplement 
into two pools. First, $10.6 million 
was used to cover about 46,000 eligi- 
ble households which have already 
applied. Second, $1 million was 
allocated for about 4,000 households 
that have or ‘will be disconnected 
from their energy source. 

With the supplement, Illinois has 
received a total of $120.2 million for 
energy assistance for state Fiscal 
Year 1984. About $59.1 million 
(including the supplemental) will be 
used by the local agencies to-help

Auto theft bill 
advances, 15-0 


The Senate Commerce Committee 
has uhanimously approved auto 
theft legislation — the Motor Vehicle 
‘Theft ILaw, Enforcement, Act of 1984 
(S. 1400) — introduced: by Senator 
Charle$ H. Percy (R-Ill) 

“The 15-0. vote indicates national 
bipartisan support for strengthening 
federalllaws to reduce the $5 billion a 
year auto theft problem,” Percy 
said. “It appears we are close to 
reaching agreement in both Houses 
that could very well result in S. 1400 
becoming law this year.”” 

‘The bill, as amended by the com- 
mittee, would require auto manufac- 
turers to put additional identifying 
numbers or install anti-theft devices 
on more than 70 percent of. the 
vehicles most likely to be stolen in 
the U.S} 

Percy noted the participation of ‘ 
motor yehicle manufacturers and 
the Coalition to Halt Automotive 
Theft (CHAT) working out a com- 
promisé. 


Jack Danforth (R- 
Mo.) and his staff for their dedica- 
tion in moving this bill,” Percy sa d.

He also assailed ‘the state’s con- 
tinued reliance on the regressive 5 
percent tax on natural gas, 
telephone and electricity bills.” 

QUINN ESTIMATED that 
Chicago households with incomes of 
$100,000 a year have seen their in- 
come gains outpace the growth of 
their combined tax bills by 40 per- 
cent. 

“It’s not hard to figure out why 
people are so frustrated with our tax 
system,” he said last week. “Even 
though services get cut and deficits 
go up, taxes for average families 
keep rising. Meanwhile, ‘loophole 
mania’ has swept the ranks of the 
wealthy.’ 

‘The study dealt primarily with the 
ten areas.and found that in every 
one, state and local tax bills had 
climbed faster than wages. Its 
recommendation is that legislators 
act to “reverse the shift in tax 
burdens.” 

“Several bills currently pending 
before Congress and the General 
Assembly would, if passed, go a jong 
way toward redressing these ine- 
quities. 

“THE TAXPAYER RELIEF Act 
would permanently cap the state 
utility tax at 1981 levels while repeal: 
ing corporate loopholes. 

“This study documents the need 
for real tax relief in Illinois And we 
can afford it if we are willing to 
make all sectors of society pay their 
fair share,” Quinn commented 

At the federal level, the Bradley- 
Gephardt “Fair Tax” plan was 
recommended. 

He summest up 

Combined federal, state and 
local tax bills facing median-income 
families throughout Illinois will be 
$1,000 to $2,000 higher in 1984 than in 
1980. 

SINCE 1980, state and local tax 
bills for median families have risen 
by 26.9 percent in Rock Island to 94.5 
percent in Peoria. All of the changes 
exceed the 24.5 percent rate at which 
Illinois salaries and wages increas: 
ed. 

‘The federal personal income tax 
cut has kept the increase in total 
federal tax bills equal to or just 
below the increase in wages. 

—Increased Social Security taxes 
and federal gasoline taxes have 
almost entirely offset any benefit 
{rom the Kemp-Roth tax cuts deriv- 
ed by middle-income taxpayers. 

—For a $100,000 family, Kemp- 
Roth has helped keep the rate of in- 
crease in all taxes so far in the 1980s 
to 17.2 percent.

Msgr. Haug became comptroller in

President Earl Lazerson of 
Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville believes the arts and 
sciences must continue to play a ma- 
jor role in teacher education, but he 
warned today that “university 
education will not survive and pro- 
‘sper if it isolates itself from the in- 
tricaciés of the work place in an in- 
dustrial age.”" ‘hee 

Joining eight other public univer- 
sity presidents in Illinois in a con- 
ference to discuss growing concerns 
about the quality. of America’s 
schools, President Lazerson was a 


panelist in a session dealing with” 


professional developent of educa- 
tional personnel. 

“THE UNIVERSITY in‘America 
in the late 20th century is, as it has 
always been, an institution serving 
the needs of the society surrounding 


and nurturing it,” the president 
said. “There is an important dif- 
ference between service and servili- 
ty, and that difference must ever be 
defended. Innovation, experiment, 
and intellectual leadership must be 
matters of routine operation. 

“If the university should submit to 
the importunities of any ideological 
or special interest segment of the 
population, the arts, broadly con- 
strued to include fine arts and 
humanities, and the sciences, in- 
cluding the social sciences, will not 
play a meaningful role in the educa- 
tion of teachers, not in the education 
of anyone else.") 

The SIUE president said he hears 
two major complaints from the 
world of business affairs concerning 
the failings of university graduates: 
they have a low level of communica-

mative years.” 

The president said one of the most

SECTION 4: The owner of any lot, parcel of land or 
premises receiving any of the services of the system 
of the District, the occupant of such premises and the 
user of the services shall be’ jointly and severally 
liable for the payment of the services to such lot, 
parcel or land or premises and all services are 

, rendered to the premises by the said District only on 
the condition that such owner, occupant and user 
shall be jointly and severally liable therefor to such 
District. 

SECTION 5: Whenever any lot, parcel of land or 
premises shall become connected to the waterworks 
system of the District after the completion of said 
system, the following connection charges shall be im- 
posed: 

Four ‘Hundred Thirty Dollars ($430.00) for 
each * inch meter connection 

For meter connections larger than % inches 
charges shall be imposed at area contractor 
prevailing prices at the time of installation. 
SECTIO! A charge of Five Dollars ($5.00) will 

be made for shutting off and turning on water ser- 
vices except at the time of the commencement of 
Such service or at its termination. A charge of Twen- 

~ ty Dollars ($20.00) will be made to new customers to 
initiate service and turn on the water. 

SECTION 7: Water shall be deemed to have been 
supplied to any property connected to the water- 
works system during any month, unless the water 
user. shall have given written notice to the treasurer 
ten (10) days prior to the first day of the month that 
service should be discontinued on or prior to the first 
day of such month. Upon the receipt of such notice 
water service shall be discontinued in accordance 
therewith and shall not be resumed until a request for 
the resumption of water service shall be made. 

SECTION 8: The Board of Trustees reserves the 
right to make special charges for water service sup- 
plied to properties not covered by the above rates or 
which, in the judgment of said Board, should be 
charged special rates. 

SECTION 9: No water supplied by the waterworks 
system of the District shall be resold by any user and 
such resale shall be ground for the discontinuance.of, 
water service to the user so reselling water. 

[ON 10: Water service shall be furnished only 
upon the filing of an application therefor with the 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees upon a form to be 
supplied by‘him. The application shall state the name 
of the applicant and the premises to be served 

SECTION 11: All water services supplied by the 
system shall be upon the express condition that the 
District shall not be liable nor shall any claim be 
made against it for damages or injury caused by 
reason of the breakage of any main, branches, ser- 
vice pipes, apparatus, or appurtenances connected 
with the said system or any part or portion thereof, or 
for any interruption of the supply by reason of the 
breakage of mdchinery or by reason of stoppage, 
alterations, extensions or renewals. 

SECTION 12: The District and its employees shall 
have ready access at all reasonable times to the 
premises, places or buildings where water service is 
supplied for the purpose of examining and testing the 
eonsumption, use and flow of water or the operation 
of the system and it shall be unlawful for any person 
or corporation to interfere with, prevent, or obstruct 
said District or its duly authorized agent, in its duties. 
hereunder. Every user of the system shall take the 
same upon the conditions prescribed in this section. 

SECTION 13: No water consumer may supply 
water to othér families or allow them to take it, ex- 
cept for use on the premises and for the purposes 
specified in the application, nor after water is in- 
troduced into any building or upon any premises 
shall any person make or employ any other person to 
make any tap, or connection with work upon the 
premises for alterations, repairs, extensions or at- 
tachments without written permit therefor. 

SECTION 14: The District reserves the right to 
shut off water at any time in the mains for the pur- 
pose of repairing, cleaning, making connections with 

_or extensions to Same, or for the concentrating of 
water in any part of the District in case of fire, and 
for restricting the use of water in case of deficiency 
in supply, including the suspension of the use of water 
for sprinkling lawns or gardens. No claims shall be 
made against the District by reason of the breaking 
of any service pipe or service cock, or damage aris- 
ing from shutting off of water for repairing, laying or 
relaying mains, hydrants or other connections or 
repairing any part of the water system, or from 


failure of the water supply, or by increasing the 
water pressure at any time, or from concentrated or 
restricted use of water as above. 

SECTION 15; No owner or plumber shall be per- 
mitted to conduct water pipes into any two distinct 
premisés or tenements unless separate and distinct 
premises or tenements unless separate and distinct 
stop-cocks shall be placed on the. outside of each such 
premise along the sidewalk opposite the same, nor 
shall any pipe be allowed to cross lots or buildings to 
adjoining premises. Duplex flats, double houses and 
apartment houses shall be considered as one 
“‘premise."’ A’‘‘premise” shall be construed to cover 
all buildings and divisions under one common roof, 
owned by one party who will be charged for all ser- 
vices to such premise. 

SECTION 17: All ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING THE ORGANIZATION, MEETINGS, 

MAINTENANCE AND OPERATIONS OF THE 

PONTOON BEACH PUBLIC WATER DISTRICT 
BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of Trustees of the 
Pontoon Beach Public Water District 

SECTION 1: That the Board of Trustees of the Pon- 
toon Beach Public Water District shall hold regular 
meetings at a time and place as provided by a resolu- 
tion from time to time adopted. 

SECTION 2: The Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees shall call special meetings whenever, in his 
opinion, the business of the District may require it or 
at the express written request of any three (3) 
members of the Board of Trustees. Whenever a 
special meeting shall be called, a notice in writing 
signed by the Chairman shall be delivered to each 
member of the Board of Trustees, either in person or 
by notice left at his place of residence with an adult 
member of his family stating the date and hour of the 
meeting and the purpose for which such meeting is 
called and no business shall be tra acted at said 
special meeting except such as is stated in said 
notice. 

SECTION 3: All reports, communications, ‘or- 
dinances, resolutions, contracts, documents or other 
matters to be submitted to said Board of Trustees 
shall be delivered to the secretary of the Board of 
‘Trustees or in his absence, the Vice-Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, prior to the calling of the meeting 
to order. 

SECTION 4: The presiding officer of the Board of 
Trustees shall be the Chairman who shall be elected 
annually at the first meeting in May of each year by 
the members of the Board of ‘Trustees from among 
their membership The Chairman shall assume his 
duties immediately after his election. The Chairman 
shall preserve strict order and decorum at all 
regular and special meetings; shall state every ques- 
tion coming before the Board; announce the decision 
of the Board on all subjects; and decide all questions 
of order, subject, however, to an appeal to the Board, 
in which event a majority vote of the Board shall 
govern and conclusively determine such questions of 
order. He shall vote only in case of a tie vote. He shall 
sign all ordinances and resolutions adopted by the 
Board. In the event of the absence of the Chairman, 
the presiding officer shall sign ordinances or resolu- 
tions then adopted 

SECTION 5: The Vice-Chairman, in the absence of 
the Chairman, shall assume his duties as presiding 
officer 

SECTION 6: ROLL CALL Before proceeding with 
the business with the Board of Trustees, and after the 
meeting is called to order, the Secretary, or in his 
absence, the Vice-Chairman, shall call the roll of the 
members and the names of those present shall be 
entered in the minutes. 

SECTION 7: QUORUM A majority of all the 
members of the Board of Trustees shall constityite a 
quorum at any regular or special meeting. . 

SECTION 8: ORDER OF BUSINESS All meetings 
of the Board of Trustees shall be open to the public 
promptly at the hour set herein on the day of the 
regular meeting. The members of the Board shall 
take their respective positions and the business of the 
Board shall be taken up for consideration and 
disposition in the following order:

Meeting. 
3. Petitions and Communications. 
4. Introduction and Adoption of Resolutions 
and Ordinances. 
Report of Officers and Committees.

. Adjournment. 

SECTION 9: RULES OF DEBATE 

a, Every member desiring to speak shall address 
the chair and upon recognition by the chair shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate avoiding all 
personalities and indecorous language. 

b. A member once recognized shall not be inter- 
rupted when speaking unless it be to call him to order 
or as herein otherwise provided. If a member while 
speaking, be called to order he shall cease speaking 
until the question or order be determined and if in 
order, he shall be permitted to proceed. 

c. The Board Member moving the adoption of an 
Ordinance or Resolution shall have the privilege of 
closing the debate. 

d. A motion to reconsider any action taken by the 
Board may be made only at the meeting at which it 
had been first considered or at the succeeding 
meeting. Such motion must be made by one of the 
prevailing side but may be seconded by any member 
and may be made at any time and have precedence 
over all other motions. 

e. A Board member may request, through the 
chair, the privilege of having his remarks on any sub- 
ject under consideration by the Board entered in the 
minutes. If the Board consents thereto, by a majority 
vote, such statement shall be entered in the minutes 
of the meeting. 

f. Any question of parliamentary procedure or 
order, not specifically covered by this ordinance 
shall be decided by references to ‘‘Robert’s Rules of 
Order,” Revised Edition. 

g. Any person other than 2 Board member desiring 
to address the Board, shall first secure the permis- 
sion of the Chair, provided however, that interested 
parties or their authorized representatives may ad; 
dress the Board by written communication in regard 
to matters than under discussion.

SECTION 13: ORDINANCES, RESOLUTIONS,

a. Preparation of Ordinances. All ordinances shall 
be prepared by the Board Attorney. No Ordinance 
shall be prepared for presentation to the Board 
unless ordered by a majority vote of the Board or re- 
quested in writing by the presiding officer. 

SECTION 14: APPROVAL BY ATTORNEY AS TO 
Resolutions and contract 
documents shall, before presentation to the Board, 
have been approved as to form and legality by the 
Board Attorney 

a. Introducing for Passage or Approval. 
Ordinances, Resolutions and other matters or sub- 
jects requiring action by the Board must be introduc- 
ed and sponsored by a member of the Board except 
that the presiding officer or Board Attorney may pre- 
sent, ordinances, resolutions or other matters or sub- 
jects to the Board any Board member may assume 
sponsorship thereof by moving that such ordinance, 
résolution or subject be adopted.

SECTION 18: The District may employ a compe- 
tent, experienced and qualified person as general 
manager to supervise and manage the operation of 
the waterworks system and such other employees as 
may be required to for the efficient and economical 
management of the system. The general manager 
shall devote his time exclusively to the affairs of the 
District. The Board shall establish the compensation 
of the general manager and other employees by 
resolution 


SECTION 19: The Pontoon Beach Public Water 
District shall perform all duties required by law, or- 
dinance and resolution. It will operate the water- 
works properties and will fix and maintain rates for 
services to the public from time to timé by ordinance. 
The District shall collect revenues from the opera- 
tion of the waterworks sufficient at all times to pro- 
mptly pay the cost of maintenance and operation of 
the waterworks. 

SECTION 20: The District shall set up and main- 
tain a proper s em af accounts and records show- 
ing the amount of revenue recejved from its water- 
works system and the application of such revenues 
and all financial transactions in connection 
therewith. The accounts shall be audited by an in- 
dependent certified public accountant at least once a 
year. The Board of Trustees shall retain a certified 
public accountant from time to time by resolution. 

SECTION 21: There are hereby created the follow- 
ing separate accounts to which sums shall be 
credited as required by the financial officer of the 
District without direction of the Chairman or Board 
of Trustees‘of the District. Deposits shall be made on 
the first business day of each and every month. 

1. To an account designated as the “‘WATER- 
WORKS OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
ACCOUNT” there shall be credited a sum 
sufficient to pay the estimated cost of operating 
and. maintaining the Waterworks System in 
good repair and working order during the next 
ensuing two (2) months, in an efficient and 
economical manner. 

2. To an account designated as the ““‘WATER- 
WORKS EXTENSION AND IMPROVEMENT 
ACCOUNT” there shall be credited all funds 
which are not credited to the Waterworks 
Operation and Maintenance Account to be ex- 
pened for unusual or extraordinary 
maintenance repairs, extensions of the water- 
works system and capital expenditures as 
authorized by the Board of Trustees by Or- 
dinance 
SECTION 22: The Board of Trustees shall 

designate a bank insured by the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation for the deposit of revenues 
received by the District into funds created by the 
District. ? 


SECTION 23: Sums held in the Waterworks Exten- 
sion And Improvement Account may be held by the 
District as a cash deposit, subject to the provisions of 
the applicable law (Ill. Rev. Stat., Ch. 102, SS 29 to 33) 
or may be invested in bonds, Certificate of Deposits 
of Banks insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation or in obligation of the United States 
Government. Interest earned on said investments 
may be deposited in any account of the District as 
needed and directed by the Financial Officer of the 
District. 

SECTION 2: The Board of Trustees shall require 
that accounts be rendered to it monthly as of the first 
of each month showing the revenues, disbursements 
and other transactions in connection with the opera- 
tion of the waterworks system. 

SECTION 25: The Board of Trustees does hereby 
establish the fiscal year of the District to begin on Ju- 
ly ist and end on June 30th. The Board of Trustees 
shall adopt a Budget and Appropriation Ordinance on 
or prior to the first day of the fiscal year setting out 
the anticipated current expenses and anticipated 
revenues for the ensuing fiscal year. Current ex- 
penses shall include all reasonable and necessary 
costs of operating, repairing, maintaining and insur- 
ing the system, all anticipated waterworks exten- 
sion, replacement and capital expenditures shall be 
budgeted. 

SECTION 26: All District officers dnd/or 
employees handling any sums of money of the water- 
works system shall furnish a surety bond with a sure- 
ty company authorized to do business in the State of 
Illinois as surety on the bond. The bond shall be made 
payable to the District and be in the principal amount 
of all monies derived from the operation of the water- 
works system possible to be in the custody of such of- 
ficers and/or employees and conditioned upon the 
faithful discharge of their duties. Such bond shall be 
in form acceptable to and approved by the District 
and shall be filed in the office of The Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees. No money shall be paid out of the 
District treasury except on order signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of the Board. 

SECTION 27: The Board of Trustees of the District 
will from time to time by ordinance fix and maintain 
fees and charges for the use of services and facilities 
of the District made available to the residents of the 
District.

SECTION 29: All contracts involving the expen- 
ditures by thé District of more than $2,500.00 for con- 
struction work or for the purpose of equipment as im- 
provements, extensions or replacements shall be 
entered into only after notice inviting bids shall have 
been published in a newsaper of general circulation 
in the District at least once not less than 10 days prior 
to the date of entering the contract. This requirement 
does not prohibit a developer from installing his own 
services if agreeable with the District. 

SECTION 30: Any amendments to this ordinance 
shall be presented if writing and read at two (2) con- 
secutive meetings prior to the final reading for adop-
